New Tables at Fabry 


A new line of tables, all with tricky and 
practical features, in sculptured walnut, 
with classic lines and sporting attractive 
prices, has just been introduced at Fabry, 
6 East 53rd Street, New York. Included 
in the collection are a nest of three tables, 
a rectangular end table, a long low cock- 
tail table and a lamp table. The propor- 
tions are ample but not ponderous, fitting 
squarely into moderate-sized rooms, and 
geared for the best possible utilization of 
space. The nest is 28” wide, 17” deep, 
25” high in the largest size, making all 
three useful for dinner-tray-buffets as well 
as end tables. The cocktail table is 60” 
wide, 20” deep, 17” high—a sensible 
height for an easy-to-reach average sofa 
area. Each piece has an intriguing feature 
of its own: in the end, cocktail, and lamp 
tables sloping magazine shelves form v- 
shaped wedges to match the clean out- 
lines of the v-constructed legs: and in 
the case of the end and cocktail tables, 
glass (and it’s easy to clean too) may 
replace the exquisite parquet-effect 
wooden top—which makes for a bright 
perspective. The cocktail table is uniquely 
divided into three sections: each end is 
glass covered over sloping shelves, while 
the center panel of walnut houses a 
drawer with a hidden pull and a metal- 
lined recessed planter. It’s smart looking, 
and certainly all-purpose. The prices are 
the happiest note of all! The cocktail 
table is $177 retail, the nest $180 retail, 
and the glass-topped end table just $98 
retail. This is a beautifully designed and 
constructed collection with the kind of 
simple styling that fits anywhere. 


Color-Lamps By George Nelson 


New in concept, new in design, and as 
brightly shaded as a tulip patch are the 
six new lamp designs by George Nelson. 
There are six delightful geometric wired 
shapes, enclosed like Japanese kites with 
colored lastex. A cube, a column, a 
hexagon, triangle and rectangle, in black 
or white wire outlines, create happy-mood 
effects rather than direct lighting, al- 
though one features two bulbs placed 
upright and shaded on top by lastex 
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which is faintly reminiscent of the old 
student lamp. This is the only model 
where the bulb is covered by an even 
remotely conventional shade, or where, in 
fact, the bulb is evident at all. Marvelous 
impressions of light are created through 
the red, yellow, blue, white, and green 
lastex, and the basic geometric forms 
have a pleasing conformity. The 12%” 
cube and the 22” high column may both 
be used as rakish wall-pin-up lamps as 
well as table lamps. Note several other 
practical features: the lastex is attached 
in most cases like window shades on roller 
and is therefore both removable and 
washable; lastex is high in durability as 
are, more obviously, the simple wire parts. 
In instances where these beauties rest on 
little metal legs, the tips are rubber- 
capped—and best of all, they are low- 
priced—from $15.95 to $21.95 retail. 
The group is manufactured by the 
Howard Miller Co., Zeeland, Michigan, 
whose Chronopak Clocks and modern fire- 
place accessories, also designed by George 
Nelson, have caused modern-design excite- 
ment. The lamps, their latest venture, as 
well as their other products, are available 
to interior designers through Richards- 
Morganthau, 225 Fifth Avenue, New York 
City. 


“Crillon”: Contemporary by Albano 


The Albano Company, Inc., 309 East 
46th Street, New York, has successfully 
bridged the gap from their traditional 
collection of 16th-, 17th-, and 18th- 
century furniture to a sleek contemporary 
design called “Crillon Contemporary”.

And it’s all custom work here, for 
although they prefer to dig up their own 
materials, they'll adapt and fashion any 
cherished old relic you send in.

New Modern Furniture 
With Architectural Values 


When designer and manufacturer are one 
it often makes for a unified project and 
workmanship coordination that enhances 
an entire line. Such is the case at a new 
source for contemporary furniture— 
Phillip Enfield Designs, at 50 West 53rd 
Street, in New York. This showspace is 
tiny, glass-entranced. New designs inside 
are beautifully worked, a modern delight 
to view for those clients who admire the 
natural wood grain, a soft, clean finish 
that suggests a tranquillity of mood, plus 
lines that are trim, uncluttered, and com- 
fortable to the eye. One of the most strik- 
ing integrated walnut groups is a sofa— 
foam-rubber constructed—with shaped 
bolsters (wooded frames within to hold 
their outlines), that matches handsomely 
with low square tables—the legs of each 
pushed together forming neat ovals that 
give the entire group the appearance of 
horizontal grace. There is a glass-topped 
table that seems to “float”, so invisibly is 
it set on the uniquely-fashioned walnut 
legs: 48” long, 15” high, 20” at its widest 
point. There is a sliding-leg extension 
table—closed it measures 30” long, 15” 
wide, 19” high: extended the table 
measures 65”—superlative answer to the 
problem of moré space for informal enter- 
taining. A side chair with an exposed oak 
frame has a six-inch reversible foam- 
rubber cushion that tucks in under the 
pitched upholstered back. A _ cigarette 
nesting table fits exactly into the slope 
of this chair, or between two of the same, 
is wedge-shaped with a useful concealed 
drawer for what-will-you. There is 
throughout this select line the feeling of 
architectural training and integrity. 
Other news items are ready for your in- 
spection, still others are in drawing-board 
stages and show promise of additional 
design excitement. 


Paul Jacoulet, Wood Block Artist 


From across the Pacific come the wood 
block prints of Paul Jacoulet, making his 
American debut and offering the Ameri- 
can decorator a unique choice of art. 

Jacoulet, long famous in the Orient, is a 
Frenchman who has lived in Japan since 
the age of four, for almost half a century. 
Working in the traditional medium of the 
Japanese artist, Jacoulet’s art is a blend 
of oriental technique and western emo- 
tion. His original prints, each signed by 


the artist, contain a brilliance of color; 
the pastels are subtle and true. There is 
a harmony here to delight the soul of an 
interior designer. 

Jacoulet’s designs average 18 colors and 
he has made prints with as many as 400. 
To transfer to paper each color requires 
a separate block of wood. The artist uses 
for coloring rare metals and minerals— 
gold, platinum, silver, mother-of-pearl, 
mica—as well as conventional colors. The 
result is truly unique and great art. 
While Jacoulet himself has never been 
away from the Orient, except to the South 
Sea Islands, his work has travelled far. 
Among his U. S. collectors: Clare Booth 
Luce, Greta Garbo, Edward G. Robinson 
and Mrs. Douglas MacArthur.

Discard Of The Sea 


Usually, when creative talents are turned 
to natural mediums, there is a philosopher 
involved. We’ve discovered that to be the 
case, at any rate, in the newly-popular 
field of driftwood-in-the-home, for—un- 
doubtedly—it requires profound thinking 
to admire the sophisticated handling 
Madam Nature gives things in her charge, 
to bring them to current usefulness with- 
out distroying or corrupting their original 
beauty. Another fine firm entering this 
philosopher-haven lately is Driftwood 
Creations, 117 East 29th Street, New 
York. Here, on display, you will find a 
tasteful assortment of driftwood speciai- 
ties—table lamps, corner tables, planters, 
mirrors framed by bits of the old wood, 
the entire range of items where old- 
tossed-by-the-elements material may be 
used. Actually, this is the dramatic story 
of old roots twisting and turning under 
layers of earth to find more soil to grow 
in. The shapes this living material fol- 
lowed are fantastic. They have been up- 
rooted and turned over by hurricanes, 
washed out by sea, chemically changed 
by the tides and the years, inhabited by 
scorpions, clams, and other minor sea 
monsters, gradually rotted and finally 
discovered by those who seek such things. 
To turn this matter into useful decorative 
objects, the wood must be treated to stop 
further rot: it must be dried, studied to 
determine what form it will best adapt to, 
then specially-tempered tools must be used 
on the semi-petrified woods while hand- 
rubbing restores natural beauty of grain 
and color, polishing and waxing help to 
preserve it. You can see this culmination 
of workmanship at this new showroom.

@ The professional apartment, keyed to the dictates of commerce 
as well as everyday living, sometimes offers unusual challenge. 
There must be comfort and efficiency above all, preferably a back- 
ground against which to live calmly when clients are not on the 
premises, and one which will display to best advantage the vari- 
ous talents for sale when they are. Such a coordinated plan gov- 
erned the thinking of Interior Designer James L. G. Mitton and 
associate Donald MacDonald Manos when they designed the 
interior for a professional studio-residence in the fine old New 
York brownstone. 

The apartment is frankly lush, with dramatic use of color and 
a fastidious fondness for antiques and excellent reproductions as 
prime allies. Everywhere there are examples of individual touches, 
convenient (but always decorative), additions and accoutre- 


ments, and unique uses of materials and techniques. And, some- 
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how, as plus to its obvious elegance, there are dashes of sheer 
fun—as witness the kitchen and the bathroom! When the client 
(or a guest) , enters, her eye relaxes immediately in a color scheme 
primarily rich golds with accent hues of nasturtium, Wedgwood 
blue, and moonstone gray. The living-room area, in complete 
harmony color- and mood-wise with the writing-alcove, separated 
from the latter only by a graceful arch that gives more a distance 
of tempo than of actual space. Chameleon-like, the writing-alcove 
becomes the center of hospitality when necessary. Hidden to the 
right is a closet smartly transformed into a well-stocked bar, en- 
tirely mirror-encased. For further aspects of welcome, the Regency 
writing table opens to seat eight in round-the-board comfort—fine 
example of an antique converted to today’s needs.

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IN MODERN DESIGN 


In modern décor much has been seen and a great 
deal done, and, what is more, enthusiasm for the 
style is growing. It is a fair assumption that what 
makes the interior designers practising in the mod- 
ern style so infectiously enthusiastic about their 
work is the fact that stylistic categories are of sec- 
ondary interest; it is with the skillful inventiveness 
of their fashioning that these designers are con- 
cerned, and which makes such irresistible appeal. 

With great singleness of purpose they have set 
themselves at variance with both the older stylists - 
and traditional design to get at tle fundamentals 
of the modern movement. This they have accom- 
plished through the use of new furniture forms and 
new arrangements of these forms in the interior, 
and in new combinations of color. 

Unlike these present-day designers, the furni- 
ture craftsmen of past centuries, in achieving de- 
signs immediately smart yet timeless, could never 
have imagined creating without a consideration of 
style—a uniquely twentieth-century concept. 

Seldom are color scheme and furniture forms 
separated, each treated independently of the other 
as though self-sufficient; and never is a psycholog- 
ical reaction to a completed decorative scheme 
given precedence to everything else—the creation 
of “atmosphere” or a genuflection to some previous 
epoch—as so often is the case in traditional rooms.

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Like the painter, the interior designer working in 


the modern idiom is busy always defining and re- 
defining the relationship between various shapes, 
represented by furniture, and their background. 

One’s artistic approach in doing this may be 
perfunctory in effect but the results are invariably 
positive, rich and impressive. Overt style and sen- 
suous color are sacrificed by the modernists, and 
this results in decorative schemes that radiate calm- 
ness and solidity, the decorative qualities gaining 
by being implicit and constrained. And the balance 
between their essentially abstract quality and that 
of comfort and livableness is always a precarious 
one, though neither is ever submerged by the other 
in the decorative treatment. 

The work illustrated here adds to the accumu- 
lative material illuminating background and per- 
spective of interiors in the modern manner, and 
particularly in those phases incorporating specially 


designed furniture to fit a specially devised plan.

l. is always interesting to pause and survey the 
field in which one is working. How frequently this 
element of curiosity pays off with new and re- 
freshing ideas that otherwise would never material- 
ize is vividly evident in Paris 1952, a showing of 
furniture and objets d’art which Interior Designer 
Mrs. Archibald Brown has assembled for the first 
time in New York at McMillen, Inc. The exhi- 
bition represents the emergence of a new French 
decorative style, with twenty-six young Parisian 
artists, designers and craftsmen participating in it. 

The exhibition has been assembled in three room 
arrangements, each one of which blends the diverse 
talents of the designers: a large living room, a 
beautifully appointed dining room, and a small but 
complete one-room bachelor’s apartment. Every- 
thing in each, from furniture to accessories and 
table silver, came from France for this showing. 

The exhibition is exemplified by luxury, gracious- 
ness and comfort in an untrammeled approach in 
shape and such varied materials as iron, rare 
woods, and luggage leather in saddlestitch over 
iron; straw, lacquer and enamel are countered with 


an abiding grace, lightness and a connoisseur’s 
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HA game table in the living room has 
a marquetry chessboard insert that flips 
over to leave a smooth leather top; the 


accompanying wrought iron chairs have 
upholstered cushions. 


@ For a bachelor’s one-room apartment, 
wrought iron furniture is sheathed in 
luggage leather for lightness and grace;

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elegance. Although utterly contemporary, the work 
presented is neither abstract nor remindful of ex- 
tremely modern houses. 
@ The living room is both furnished and orna- 
mented with a large screen and two low tables of 
the finest lacquer work in France today, by Bernard 
Dunand, famous for his color technique and detail 
work. M. Dunand spends months with each piece, 
exposing the lacquer to sun, to rain, adding and 
subtracting color and permitting the final beautiful 
finish to age correctly. In the same room there is 
a sycamore and ebony game table, a modern ver- 
sion of the “Handkerchief” table, with a mar- 
quetry chess board insert that flips over to leave 
a smooth, fitted leather top. The four graceful 
tall-back little chairs that surround this piece, de- 
signed by one of the great French iron craftsmen, 
Poillerat, are of slender wrought iron with com- 
fortable upholstered cushions tied to the seat and 
back. One decidedly original contribution to the 
room is an easel desk, like an artist’s drawing 
board, which pulls down into a fully equipped 
writing desk. It is designed by Maxime Old. 
Among the decorative pieces in the living room 
are several abstract wooden sculptures in ebony, 
pallisander or mahogany by Noll, a former Paris 
bank clerk who turned to art and became an over- 
night sensation. His functional pieces (bowls and 
pitchers) are simple yet original in design, made 
in highly polished woods, the grain made part of 
the pattern.

W@ Taste is an elusive quality. It is something which is 
almost impossible to define. Where one person has natural 
good taste, another with all the advantages of education, 
travel and surroundings may be quite lacking in it. 
To the chef and wine taster, of course, it means one 
thing, while to the artist and designer it means quite 
another. 

An anonymous writer once said, “select nothing for 
the home that you do not know to be useful and believe 
to be beautiful.” Usefulness of homefurnishings is easily 
determined, but beauty being a matter of taste is often 
subject to as many differences of opinion as there are 
differences in taste. Undoubtedly the climatic condi- 
tions peculiar to each country, and methods of life have 
led to the different development of tastes of each, yet 
they may each have equal good taste. 

Good taste is the result of environment, education 

and training. Children reared in an environment of 
beauty have, for the most part, an instinctive love and 
appreciation for the artistic. Those reared amidst ugly, 
makeshift furnishings and surroundings are handicapped 
in their early formative years. Later in a few cases they 
may acquire good taste through travel and study of 
artistic forms. Parents would do well to bear this in mind, 
especially in the formative years of their lives. Too often 
parents are prone to forget the influence of ugly, make- 
shift furnishings on their growing children, and surround 
them with an atmosphere of ugly settings, selected for 
their durability alone. How often you have heard parents 
say, “While my children are young we must not have 
any nice furnishings, as the children will destroy them 
soon enough, and we do not want to be constantly 
ordering them to be careful.” 
@ Therefore they often furnish their homes with an idea 
of refurnishing after the children have grown, little 
realizing how they are retarding the artistic appreciation 
of those they love. It has been definitely proved that 
children, even in the very young years will appreciate 
and treasure nice furnishings in their own rooms, and 
take better care of them than they would have, had the 
furnishings been makeshift types of no real value. 

For thousands of years artists and designers have been 
producing what they believe to be beautiful things, and 
for an equal number of years the test of time has been 
preserving the good and casting out the bad. No antique 
piece is really good simply because it is old. It must have 
been so beautifully designed and constructed that it has 
survived where those pieces less beautiful have been dis- 
carded. Out of the lessons these thousands of years has 
come trained good taste. In the art of house furnishing 
this is best exemplified in the trained interior designers,

naturally talented men and women who have devoted 
their lives to the artistic furnishing of houses and who 
through technical study, travel and practical work have 
developed their natural good taste into trained and ex- 
perienced good taste. 

Happy accident seldom achieves those delightful 
touches that give a room charm and distinction. They 
are rather the result of cultivated good taste. The mere 
spending of large sums of money alone is useless. Far 
more often than not great expenditure simply betrays 
the lack of taste rather than insures the success of a 
beautifully designed and furnished home. 

The simple cottage living room with its rag rugs, 

chintz curtains and pine furniture may have the charm 
that is entirely lacking in an expensive Louis XV salon. 
Often we are overwhelmed and yet chilled by the splen- 
dor of a house, chilled because we feel the lack of indi- 
viduality, while other homes containing few things of 
intrinsic value fill us with joy every time we cross the 
threshold. In the grand home money without taste has 
had its way, while in the cottage good taste with very 
little expense has created a charming interior. 
@ When you analyze beautiful rooms and what makes 
them so completely satisfactory, you find that it is the 
harmony and consistency of all of its details that pleases 
you. It is not the beauty of the individual pieces, splendid 
rugs, carpets, restful chairs, nor even the fine architec- 
tural details of the background. All of these may be 
beautiful in and of themselves and each executed with 
good taste, yet the rooms fail to create a pleasing pic- 
ture unless they are all related and all parts of a well 
planned whole. Single purchases and individual pieces 
are not enough. The architecture, furnishings and color 
must be coordinated into a pleasing ensemble and that 
requires trained judgement. 

If upon entering a room your eye is instinctively at- 
tracted to any one part of the furnishings, such as the 
draperies or the lamps, or the rug, that room is not good 
interior design. The first impression of a room should be 
that it is all in perfect harmony and no part of the room 
attracts your attention immediately. After being in the 
room, then the artistic details will gradually be noticed. 
This test of a room is much the same as the test of a 
painting. If upon the first viewing of a painting your eye 
goes to the beautiful dress on the model, or to any other 
detail of the painting, you may rest assured that it is not 
a masterpiece. 

@ Too often owners attempt their own interior designing 
or alterations without expert assistance. They have good - 
taste in their clothes, cars, neckties, etc., so why should 
they not decorate their own homes? They “know what

While mahogany was known and used during the 17th 
century, it was not until after 1725 that it came fully 
into its own, marking the beginning of the Golden Age 
of Mahogany. Prior to this time, the bulk of furniture 
in Europe was heavy, almost grotesque in style and made 
principally of native woods. Moreover, until about 1725 
the cost of a cargo of mahogany in those troublesome 
days made it a very expensive luxury. 

By 1724, during the reign of George I, mahogany had 
found its way into the English royal household. The 
Royal Bill Books of that date have entries:

If you are curious to know just what design factors 
make a good livable house today, or if you are interested 
in house building, then this book is for you. Every type of 
house is considered, from the inexpensive mass-designed 
builder’s house of good design to the custom-designed 
house, spacious with big rooms and with all necessary 
household equipment. 

Scores of good houses are shown, all built within the 
last five years and each one an individual expression of 
purpose and plan. Houses of every conceivable purpose 
are included, 85 in all from every section of the United 
States, including houses for bachelors, houses for hobby- 
ists, houses for small families and large families, and va- 
cation houses. Also included are houses for special needs, 
the house built for speculation, the house built for the 
city, for the country, for flat land, for a hill site, and 
others. There are houses shown built of steel, of wood, 
of brick, of concrete block. 

This book is rich with ideas, contains 380 large, care- 
fully reproduced photographs and 120 easy-to-read plans 
and details, altogether 500 illustrations. The text ex- 
plains first what the problems are that an architect must 
face when designing a house and, secondly, why each 
type of house is planned and built as it is. How a house 
should relate to its site is also considered, as well as the 
organization of space, provision for artificial and nat- 
ural environments, and the types and uses of various ma- 
terials. 

For reference it would be hard to find a more useful 
book covering the entire reason-why of building any 
house anywhere today. For the architect, builder, de- 
signer or draftsman it is a brilliantly planned, beauti- 
fully executed and valuable book.

By C. J. Feldsted. Fully illustrated with 
diagrams and photographs of paintings.

Everyone active in the field of design will like this 
book. If you can draw, your appreciation will be greater; 
if you don’t, your fingers will itch for a pencil, anyway, 
after seeing the book. 

There is no royal road in designing. The end may be 
the same, but there are devious routes to follow and you 
can get on many different paths before reaching your 
ultimate goal. The purpose of this book, as the author 
states, is to encourage by simple steps a basic under- 
standing of visual design, whether it be pattern design, 
advertising design or pictorial design. 

One sure and successful method of designing is ex- 
plained, and if it is mastered you will be able to produce 
designs, but their success will naturally depend upon 
your talents, for like any other endeavor it — 
patience and much practice. 

The book is a good manual and, being a book of 
directions, may be used by the individual for self-in- 
struction or by entire classes of students. The author pre- 
sents his material in a logical and well-integrated man- 
ner, dividing it into four main sections, the first of which 
is broken down into six basic divisions planned to give 
complete mastery of the principles of design. In the 
second section, devoted to pattern design, the author 
guides the reader from the simplest design elements 
through the more complex area and value problems in- 
volved in the various art techniques and kinds of draw- 
ing, and a consideration of the types of layouts. In the 
third section the reader studies the respective factors 
of advertising design, including an excellent part on 
lettering and type. The fourth section considers pictorial 
design, and in it pictures of various types, both antique 
and modern, are analyzed for their design values. “Art 
is honest, declares the author, only when it is the most 
complete expression of the particular moment in which 
it was created. To paint is to express oneself. How clearly 
the personality of the artist shines through his work!”

repose, with all the furnishings and colors suited to its 
use and in its own proper scale. It is quite possible to 
give the home, simple and inexpensive as it may be, just 
the look it has always needed. With the interior designer’s 
help, one may go about building a new scheme that 
more charmingly expresses the client who may, and 
undoubtedly has, good taste and still fails to realize the 
complete restful ensemble she desires. 

With his trained educated taste, with the markets of 
the world at his command, the problem is no longer a 
problem to him. With no greater outlay than if the client 
were doing her own planning, and purchasing individual 
pieces wherever she finds them, the expert services of an 
interior designer are at her command. The primary 
function of an interior designer is not to spend more of 
the client’s money, but to see that for every dollar spent 
she gets the utmost in value, and to distribute and budget 
expenditures allowing the right proportion for each 
detail. Naturally if the budget allows the purchase of 
everything new from the start, the advantage is of course 
obvious. If, on the other hand, the task is to make new 
rooms from old, to eliminate what has outlived its use- 
fulness, or change those pieces that are not suitable and 
restore the beauty of the best things by carefully planned 
settings, his aid is even more necessary.

test of the years with little or no change. Styles may 
change in accessories, supplementary details of decora- 
tion, but the underlying plan of good furnishing never 
goes out. It is only the superficial in interior design that 
is subject to the fads of fashion. Luckily these are the 
least expensive parts of interior design and by the outlay 
of a moderate sum of money from time to time, the 
plan the client lays out with the expert assistance of a 
trained and experienced interior designer can be kept 
smart and up-to-date for decades. 

Naturally a competent interior designer with his 
trained judgement is quickly abie to distinguish between 
the passing fad of the day and the significant new 
developments in modern art. With his help and at his 
direction he will plan furnishings not for a season, but 
for a lifetime. The client need have no fear that her 
home may be out-moded next year, or years later. 

The client’s home should give her the greatest en- 
joyment and grow more precious with the passing of 
time. This can be insured if its furnishings have recieved 
the most careful planning, and have been consistently 
carried out according to the dictates of good taste in 
its broadest connotation in interior design. 

The trained and educated taste of the interior designer 
is so easily and economically available today that he 
no longer is in the luxury class, but in the furnishing 
of both large and small homes; and, particularly in the 
latter group, his work is regarded as a necessity.

The Duke of Chandos has built a most magnificent 
Palace, I might say, the Most Magnificent in Eng- 
land. . . . Tho’ many of the Palaces in Italy are very 
large fine Buildings, yet I venture to say, not Italy itself 
can show such a Building rais’d from the Common Sur- 
face, and in so little a time as this: For Canons as I was 
inform’d, was not three Years a building. . . . No or- 
nament is wanting to make it the finest house in Eng- 
land. . . . The Great Staircase is the finest by far of 
any. . . . [The Hall at Canons was lined in blue and 
white marble. It had sixteen blue and white marble 
columns.

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CHATEAUX OF THE LOIRE 


Editor’s Note: Last month INTERIOR DESIGN presented a listing 
and account of the more outstanding castles in Britain of in- 
terest to interior designers contemplating a visit to Europe. This 
month there are listed ten chateaux of the Loire, selected as 
being of special interest. A listing of the chateaux of the Ile-de- 
France shall appear in the next issue. In a subsequent issue 
shall appear a listing of the country houses of Britain. 

Whether you think in terms of the luxurious Hotel 
Georges V, the Ritz, or the Crillon, or the moderately 
priced hotels, such as the Hotel Cambon, nothing is so 
satisfactory in Paris as to have a place to go as soon as 
you arrive. Yet hotel space is not easy to get these days, 
so no matter what season of the year you go to Paris, 
make a reservation before you leave the U. S. 

The two things to keep uppermost in mind in planning 
a trip to Europe are adequate planning and use of the 
same facilities as European travelers. It has been said 
that the traveler gets out of his trip only as much as he 
puts into it. This is axiomatic, yet much valuable in- 
formation is free simply for the asking. In planning 
your trip, get as much literature as possible on the coun- 
tries you plan to visit from the New York offices of the 
respective travel bureaus. This will include maps, hotel 
lists—with addresses, prices and facilities—recommended 
itineraries, calendars of events and other practical in- 
formation. And don’t forget your local library. A little 
boning up on history and a peek into a guide book will 
help you to get more than an adequate return on your 
travel investment. If you don’t plan adequately, you’ll 
end up in an expensive routine—and don’t say we 
didn’t warn you! 

The ability to speak a foreign language is not neces- 
sary, for American is spoken wherever the dollar goes. 
A few phrases, such as those used in asking directions 
and “How much?” “Too expensive” and “Do you have 
anything cheaper?” will be helpful. These can be mas- 
tered en route. 

In general it is less expensive to get to the sights by 
regular buses and subways, without recourse to expen- 
sive taxis. For example, a guided tour from Paris to

Versailles costs about 750 francs, or $2.15; but by tak- 
ing the metro, or subway, and bus you can go for 75¢. 

Always check on discounts for paying in travelers’ 
checks or cash dollars, as many stores offer discounts for 
dollar business. It will be wise to buy as much foreign 
currency before you leave the United States as you are 
permitted to carry into countries: an English pound 
that costs $2.80 in England costs only $2.40 in New York, 
but you are limited to £10; in France, however, all such 
restrictions are lifted. 

There is, in the whole world, no country whose castles, 
manors and country houses are more numerous, more 
beautiful or more varied than those of France. In French 
the word chdéteau means, generally, what in English 
would be called a country house—one of some size and 
importance—while what we term a “castle” is properly a 
chateau fort, though in general we include specimens of 
sorts of chateaux in different regions of France. 

The medieval fortresses are often perched on peaks 
jutting up from the plains, or the old castles command 
fords and places where rivers meet, while some strong- 
holds stand out against the steep flanks and slopes of 
mountains. A few of these ancient castles have been pre- 
served almost intact. See, for an example, the Chateau 
de Luynes.

Towards the end of the Middle Ages the castles be- 
came less severe and formidable. Lodgings conceived in a 
new style of architecture were added in ancient courts, or 
new builidings were erected which, although presenting 
an outward face that was still that of a fortress, were 
adorned with new graces within. See the Chateau de 
Chateaudun. 

A little later on the chateau looses almost all its ap- 
pearance of a fortress and becomes a gracious palace 
adorned with sculpture and presenting a strange and at- 
tractive medley of walls, turrets and elaborate roofs. See 
the Chateau de Langeais. 

The Renaissance chateaux display most varied charms 
and in these delightful buildings the grand manner is 
nonetheless imposing for being bedecked and smiling: 
Chenonceau reflected in running waters; the enormous 
white mass of Chambord fretted against the luminous 
sky of Touraine; and Azay-le-Rideau, a Sleeping Beauty 
set by still waters. 

Gradually this golden age of fantasy and charm cools 
into an epoch of more chastened forms. With Philibert 
Delorme and Pierre Lescot we are into the period of neo- 
classic art. For two hundred years French architecture 
was to be imitated all over Europe. And the models were 
worthy of their reputation. In these great palaces maj- 
esty, grace and marvelous correctness of proportion all 
combine to produce an effect of balance and harmony. 
The surrounding parks with their fountains, basins and 
canals are part of architectural plan and serve to link the 
buildings with the neighboring landscape. See the Palais 
de Versailles. 

But such imposing classicism produced a reaction. In 
the 18th century the interior design became informed 
with a luxurious and rather frivolous grace. The so-called 
salons des singes on whose walls could be viewed monkeys 
climbing and gamboling on trees and slender branches, 
became increasingly common. Examples may be seen at 
the Chateau de Champs (Seine-et-Marne) and in the 
H6tel de Rohan (Paris) and elsewhere. Chinoiseries in 
the European taste cover the panelings. Light floral dec- 
orations, pipes, crooks, harps and violins are spread on 
ithe walls while the overdoors are adorned with goddesses 
and nymphs. 

During the Empire a severe style inspired by classic 
and oriental models, but heavily over-gilded, was the 
fashion, though the art of the period was saved by French 
good taste from the excesses and extravagances which 
seemed to threaten. Good examples of the Empire style 
may be seen in the interiors of the Palais de Fontaine- 
bleau (Seine-et-Marne) and in the Palais de Compiégne 
(Oise ). 

But we should not allow our admiration of the sump- 
tuous palaces and castles to blind us to the charm of the

lesser country houses that the French call gentilhom- 
miéres. These are often simple but nearly always attract- 
ive and set in pleasing parks. Everywhere in France the 
traveler will discover unsuspected houses and shrines 
which all help to make up her infinite variety. 

Evening illumination of the chateaux of the Loire Val- 
ley, begun last year, will be resumed this season. The 
first turning on of lights occurred during the Easter holi- 
days. There will be other illuminations on May 22 and 
from May 31 to June 2. Starting June 15 the evening 
displays will be weekly events until September 30. These 
seigniorial residences of the former Kings of France, most 
of them now state property, are open to the public and 
there are many excursions fanning out from Tours and 
leading to Chenonceaux, Chambord, Blois, Amboise, 
Azay-le-Rideau and other masterpieces of the chateaux 
country. 

Of the seemingly innumerable chateaux in the valley 
of the Loire, there are several recommended as being of 
special interest to the interior designer. These are as 
follows: 

Azay-le-Rideau: a fairy-like palace completed in 1527. 
The chateau is built in the bed of the Indre, white against 
a background of green, making it one of the most harm- 
onious and precious creations of the Renaissance. 

Blois: a majestic and sober monument marked with

great vigor in its architecture, and very interesting from 
a historical viewpoint, as it dates from the Middle Ages. 

Brissac: rebuilt by Charles de Crossé-Brissac, Marshal 
of France, and completed in 1620. It is the prototype of 
a great and lordly dwelling filled with sumptuous tapes- 
tries and fine furniture. 

Chambord: the vast size and the admirable balance of 
this 16th-century masterpiece are imposing. Francis I, 
Henri II, Louis XIII and Louis XIV all stayed here at 
different times. 

Chenonceau: gracefully magnificent, it is a bridge 
thrown across the Cher, and reached at the end of a long 
avenue of lofty plane-trees. The rooms are adorned with 
ceilings of gaily colored tiles and are hung with superb 
tapestries. There is also a splendid park in classical 
French taste here. 

Cheverny: a sumptuous residence of the Comte de 
Cheverny, completed in 1634. Here you will find a re- 
markable assemblage of pictures, furniture and tapestries 
that add to the splendid appearance of the interior, all 
ably preserved by the Hurault de Vibraye family. 

Langeais: one of the finest fortified chateaux erected 
at the end of the Middle Ages, but it is the furnishing 
and the decorations in the 15th-century manner that will 
particularly arouse your admiration. 

Meénars: is not to be missed, as it is one of the best

examples of domestic architecture in France dating from 
the 17th century. In the middle years of the 18th century 
the place was refashioned by Gabriel on the orders of the 
Marquise de Pompadour and, later, those of her brother, 
the Marquis de Marigny. This fine classical residence, 
beautifully furnished, is surrounded by a park. 

Talcy: a charming feudal chateau hidden in an oasis 
of verdure that rises unexpectedly in the middle of the 
great plain of the Beauce. The interior of Talcy is full 
of charm, and during the years has been filled with fur- 
niture which is in harmony with the house itself. 

Valencay: set in the midst of an immense park, a mass 
of white stone covered with dark slate; within are halls 
and galleries sumptuously furnished and full of souvenirs 
of Talleyrand, the former owner. 

In such a brief account as the foregoing only the more 
important of the chateaux can be mentioned ; many other 
chateaux are scattered about like pearls all over the Loire 
Valley.
